11,000 bushels grown on twelve 
farms in the county. 
In this connection it is interest- 


ing to

agricultural representative, says of 
certification work in his annual re- 
port to the Hoard of Supervisors: 


"It has been possible for certified 


seed growers to .sell Ihcir product 
for from 25 to ,r-0 cents a bushel in 
jiclvanrc of the regular market price. 
Four thousand bushels of certified 
seed of all varieties grown last year 
sold for SlJio a bushel.adding more 
than six thousand bushels at a dol- 
lar each. This advertising of 
the 


community's standing in certifica- 
tion work" and potato improvement 
in general brings belter prices for 
table stock, because it gets more 
buyers in the field, with the result 
thf.t stronger competition raises the 
price to the farmer." 
The inspectors report better suc- 
cess 
than 
ever 
this 
year _ in 


securing co-operation of Oneida 
county farmers in roguing fields 
against varietal mixtures and vine 
diseases. Seed treatment for scurf 
and scab, and field spraying against 
blight and other vine troubles have 


. been given more attention because 


of certification work. 
Much credit due the growers who 
adopted seed certification work on a 
purely voluntary basis, as well as 
to those others who could not quali- 
fy this year due to unfavorable field 
or bin conditions. In every case 
they have received the assistance 
and thoughtful advise of Mr. Ju-

the roads of one state connect with 
those of another. The elort will be 
to have the roads continuous la the 
state and patches hare and there will 
cot be constructed out of ths Federal 
aid money." 


A further fact bearing upon this Is 


that under the Federal act, the state 
must guarantee the maintenance cf 
highways built with Federal money, 
else the Federal aid will be withdrawn. 
Wisconsin state aid highways are now 
maintained by the counties. 
It is 


obvious that Federal aid highways 
must be maintained by the ttate as 
the state could not be placed la 
Jeopardy of losing its Federal aid 
through the failure of the counties 
to maintain roads built by Federal aid. 


In brief, the whole act means Fed- 


eral aid for main arteries, built un- 
der state supervision; aad maintained 
by the state or- under state super- 
vision.

WINTER LOSS OF BEES 


Queenlees Colony Will Certainly 


. Die in Few Months. 


Arrsnj Known Cause* of Damage Are 


Lack cf 
Numbers, Insufficient 


Food, Dampness, Lack of Air 


and Low Temperature.

The winter losses of bees are great 


every year. Beekeepers can reduce 
these losses by preparing their bees 
fcr winter and giving them good wln- 
ter quarters. 
;'. The chief known cansea for winter 
losses are queenlessce^i, Isck of num- 
bers In colonies, Insufficient food, poor 
food, dampness, lack of air, the break- 
Ing of clusters, and low tespera- 
tnrcs. 


'A qneenless colony \rtll certainly die 


In a few month*. 


If the cumber of beea In a colony Is 


small, tha cluster cannot generate 
enough heat or keep the heat it gen- 
erates • and the bees freeze. In the 
fall small colonies should bo united 
Into one big colony. 


Bees must eat In the winter in order 


to generate heat. 
They must have 


about 40 pounds of honey 
when 


they go Into •winter quarters. If they 
are short, they should be supplied 
early with finished frames or fed 
sugar Elrup, Dark (not auber) honey 


poor food for bees to winter on. All 


coralis of whits honey should be In- 
serted. 


Dampness In a cellar cacses the 


combs and frames and the. hire trails 
aad corer to get wet and moldy, and 
the beoe perish from wet cold. Bees 
need fresh air. 
Foul air will cause 


excltemtnt, and the bees will scatter 
and die. 
Excitement among bees la 


winter Is fatal. 


The present style of Hoffman frame 


divides the boa cluster in winter Into 
11 spaces, and tn* bees are unable 
to pass from ona space to the other. 
When the bee cluster contracts daring 
the winter, thoso left on tha octsMe 
frames die. Some beekeepers 
per- 


forate their frames for the easy pass- 
age of bees from one compartment to 
another. If kept la a warm place they 
can pass orer or around the frames. In 
Ions-continued and severe cold the 
beea may not bo able to move along 
the framo and they will sometimes die 
of hunger within an Inch of the honey 
supply. 


Bees should be kept In a cellar at 


a temperature of aboct 43 degrees. 
Very strong colonies, howerer, will 
surrlT« almost any degree of cold.

CLEAN MATERIAL FOR NESTS 


Hc'y, Straw, Leaves, Excelsior, 


Ghould Be Changtd Occasionally 


— Burn All Rubbish. 


The nest materials, such as hay. 


straw, excelsior, leaves, etc., should 
be changed occasionally, as foul ma- 
terial Is a good breeding place for 
germs of diseases. Insects are also 
llktly to harbor in the old nests If tha 
materials are not xhacged from time 


At this seasoa of the year attention 


should b« given to cleanliness. Alt 
rubbish rnch as old nest materials 
should b« burned or carefully fumi- 
gated and.thrown In the manure heap. 


The nest should ba renewed with 


clean, sanitary materials. Those who 
do cot think It makea much difference 
to hens ar« badly mistaken. 
Hens 


are not likely to lay In fonl, unsani- 
tary nests and often "steal their nest" 
off where It Is.hard to'find.
